Governor Says State Budget Balances, No New Taxes

Years

Governor of California
It is with much gratification
that I find it possible to an-
nounce that the budget of the
state of California for the bien-

nial- period ending June 30,
1937, has been brought into
balanee.

In the budget for 1937-1939,
which I have submitted to the
legislature, I recommended
that no new taxes of any kind

that the

by June 30, 1939.

The balanced budget for the
current biennium includes an
item of $48,000,000 appropriated
two years ago for unemploy-
ment _relief. At the time this
appropriation was ades it was
believed that the entire amount
would "have to be added to a
then existing deficit of $19,000,-
000 inherited from the preced-
ing_biennium.

Evidence of the healthy con-
dition of state finances is fur-
ther indicated by the fact that
the carry-over deficit’ will itself
be reduced by approximately
$1,000,000.
